Two years ago it became plain 
neither side could win a clear 
cut victory and truce talks, initi- 
ated after delay by the Commu- 
nists, were begun. It is a matter 
of days since the war ceased, 
ending about where it began. 

But, let us not forget. 

And. let us be neither beguiled 
nor deceived by all the furious 
men who seem to spit at us from 
television screens, and who 
screech at us from the radio 
cabinets, in their furious deter- 
mination to prove Korea was & 
defeat, and-to insist on no com- 
promise, but a fight with atomic 
weapons if we do not have our 
way. | 

Let us never forget the Korean 
War saw nations, in time of 
peace, come together to resist 
aggression. It is not true, as 
the late Senator Taft said, that 
collective security action in Ko- 
rea was mere window dressing. 
The aggression was stopped. In 
addition, the aggressor, failing 
to gain victory, saw North Korea 
devastated as was South Korea, 
He experienced great drains on 
the economy of China and Russia. 

More than that, the Commu- 
nists lost face during their ven- 
ture in Korea. They were re- 

«vealed to many who before had 
believed in them,-for what they 
are, a totalitarian, ruthless force 
which makes people captive, not 
free.

Scars 


All who participated in what 
was in fact a “‘little world 
war’ came out of it grievously 
scarred. 

But, we, the United States, are 
the more deeply burned. 

Not only had we the most cas- 
ualties and the greater cost. We 
have had to bear the chief attack 
of propaganda. We are accused 
of germ warfare. We were 
charged with. ‘imperialistic 
aims.’’ We were, they said, plot- 
ting to enslave East Asia. 

To our sefise of frustration at 
inability to use owr full strength, 
now has been added the bitter- 
ness of having South Korea, 
whose strength is our gift, turn 
against us and make difficult 
any chance of peace. It is an 
ever-present danger. 

We see once again proof of, the 
homely old adage that one never 
gets the dog without the fleas— 
and the bigger the dog the more 
fleas to scratch. - | 

The problems presented are 
greater than those resolved by 
the truce. . 

And one of the most irritating 
and persistent of the fleas is the 
decision whether or not to admit 
Red China to the United Nations. 


Choice 

Let us be honest with our- 
selves. 

There is, at best, not too much 
chance for peace. And if it is 
attained it will be uneasy,. fret- 
ful and disturbed. 

But,*are we so blind as not to 


“gee. that if the United Nations 


truce and political talks fail 
there is just one other choice— 
all out, flaming, hideous war? 
“ Let us not be seduced into 
Vagueness and confusion by the 
many voices which indicate there 
are other paths. There are but 
two. The picture is clear. 

Either the United Nations 
truce becomes a peace or we 
have war. And the atomic war, 
which hasn’t been fought, al- 
ready is obsolete in the face of 
the hydrogen bomb war. 

So, only the witless will be led 


into inflexible attitudes before 


the peace talks begin. . 

Red China is as lacking in 
honor where the pledged word is 
concerned as is Russia. The 
past has proved them both 
hypocritical deceivers. Yet, the 
Soviets remained within the 
United Nations. It remains a 
‘moral force they have not yet 

+ been willing to disavow. The 
Russians all along have had the 
power of veto. It was the fact 
of their stupid arrogance which 
caused them to be absent when 
the Security Council voted the 

ists aggressors in Ko- 
- Had they been present they 
could have vetoed it. Also, ad- 
mission to the United Nations is 
by vote. Only Security Council 
matters may ‘be vetoed. If pa- 
tience and compromise will 
bring peace, shall we choose that 
path or go to war?

The new economy demand from 
the President was in the form of 
a letter to “‘the heads of all de- 
partments and the principal agen- 
cies of the federal government.,’’

Free Themselves? 


George F. Kennan, former U. S. am- 
bassador to Moscow and perhaps the 
nation’s leading authority on Soviet 
Russia, predicts that the Communist 
tyranny eventually will be overthrown 
through internal revolution from “the 
effects of its own unsoundness.” 


The latter phrase is the motivating 
philosophy of the “containment policy” 
that seeks to defeat the Kremlin’s aims 
of world domination without another 
world war. 

Kennan and Charles E. Bohlen, 
present ambassador to Russia, served 
as architects of that policy, developed 
during the Truman administration and 
subsequently adopted by President Ei- 
senhower. Kernan, a career diplomat, 
is credited with being its author. 

Ironically, Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles forced his retirement by 
refusing him another appointment after 
he had been declared “persona non 
grata” by the Soviets. Still more ironic, 
the first fruits of his policy are now 
being harvested in the riots, unrest, and 
near revolution in- East Germany and 
the other satellites. 

Whatever successes we have gained 
in the cold war have been the result of 
this policy. The Truman Doctrine, the 
Marshall Plan, intervention in Korea, 
and the NATO pact were expressions 
of it. Aggression has been checked. at 
‘Jess cost than a third world war. 

“Plainly, the edifice of Soviet power 
is faced today with severe strains and 
crisis,’ Kennan now says. He points 
out that it is harvesting the crop of 
“hatred and rejection it sowed with 
such reckless arrogance some years ago 
in defiance of the pleas and warnings 
of the Western world.” 

The containment policy is a gam- 
ble—the alternative to a third world 
war. There is evidence that it has 
succeeded beyond our expectations. 
The Kremlin is in difficulties. The 
struggle for power has revealed its 
troubles for all the world—and its own 
people—to see. 

The pent-up desires and hatreds of 
their oppressors by the enslaved peo- 
ples are our best hope of avoiding even- 
tual war. That is Kennan’s thesis. It 
makes sense when we understand that 
the new rulers have not abandoned 
their aims of world domination, but are 
being forced to retrench by their own 
internal weaknesses. 

In the meantime, continued Western 
unity and strength is imperative. 


There Are No Limits 
To Adult Education 


Most Georgians are acquainted with 
the many fine services being carried on 
by various units of the University Sys- 
tem in the field of adult education. 
Recently it has been cited as being one 
of the finest in the land as the Univer- 
sity goes to the people in a continuous 
program of helping Georgians keep up 
to date in the competitive stream of 
modern life. 

In keeping with our recognition of 
these programs in various institutions, 


our attention has been called to. the: 


work being carried on by Abraham 
Baldwin Agricultural College at Tifton. 
During the past five years 28,586 farm 
people have attended 153~short courses 
on various subjects at the school. 

The number of courses the schools 
are able to offer is limited by facilities. 
Because of lack of these, as well as 
limitations in budget and staff, 47 new 
courses requested by farm people in the 
Tifton area had to be cut to seven. 

At Tifton, as at Athens and other 
branches of the University System, a 
pressing need is for buildings that can 
be devoted entirely to adult educa- 
tion—not just for farmers, but for 
every occupation group. Plans for such 
buildings should be included by our 


educational leaders in their long-range 


development of the system. ' 

Truly, the field of adult education 
is unlimited in its scope. Education is 
a continuous process, not something 
‘that is bestowed by diplomas and alpha- 
betical degrees.

Our Population Grows 


Along With Problems 


The population of the United States 
has now passed the 160,000,000 mark— 
more than 9,000,000 greater than at the 
time of the last census three years ago. 

‘We recently pointed out that this 
country’s population growth is greater 
now than that of any, other in the 
- world, including India. Our numbers 
are growing at a rate of nearly 300 
every hour, more than 2,000, 000 every 
year. 


During the first half of this century, 


h- 


our population has doubled. At the 
present rate; we will be well past the 
200,000,000 mark by the year 2000. 

Economists point out the growing 
numbers as a reason that a high level 
of prosperity can be maintained in this 
country: However, this is not neces- 
sarily so,. The case of India proves 
that as well as China. 


During the first half of this century 
we not only doubled our numbers, we 
increased our capacity to consume ma- 
terials to a figure never equalled by any 
people anywhere. We have been using 
up our resources at a rate that has re- 
duced us from a nation with an abun- 
dance of almost everything to one that 
must look increasingly elsewhere for 
our sources of raw materials. We are 
becoming a “have not” in many fields. 


We are thus faced with increasing 
necessity.for conservation of all our re- 
sources, for development of synthetic 
products, and for keeping open the 
avenues of world trade and the sources 
of raw materials for our factories.

While the Democrats are given 
credit for saving the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration from certain defeat on a 
number of measures, some wags are 
saying that the difference between a 
Democrat and a Republican lies in 
meny instances only in the label 
under which they happened to have 
been elected.

In fact, one Georgia Democrat in 
the House of Representatives voted 
more frequently with the Republicans 
in the 82d Congress than did the aver- 
age Republican himself. A survey by 
Congressional Quarterly shows that 
Rep. Don Wheeler of the Eighth Dis- 
trict had a Democratic voting record of 
14 per cent. In other words, he voted 
with the Republicans 86 per cent of 
the time. The GOP unity average was 
only 82 per cent. 


Representative Davis, of the Fifth 
District, voted with his party only 33 
per cent of the time. 

We are trying to project no particu- 
lar moral into this unless it be to point 
out the hypocrisy of the one-party sys- 
tem in the South. If a person votes 86 
per cent of the time with Republicans, 
he is a Republican in policy regardless 
of the label under which he travels.

The “London Times’’ 
says: 

‘‘The most important achievement of the 
first session of the 83rd Congress—the first 
Republican Congress to share power with 
a Republican President for 20 years—has 
been, paradoxically enough, to give the 
stamp of permanency to the achievements 
of the New and Fair Deals. 


“The first session of a Republican Con- 
gress and the first six months of a Repub- 
lican President have come and ggne—and 
the basic patterns imposed on American 
life in the last 20 years have been pre- 
served intact and the blessings brought to 
the under-privileged remain in force. 

‘In the only field where the New Deal 
would have crumbled without controls, 
agriculture, they have been scrupulously 
maintained. As a result, the New Deal is 
now no longer the precieus fruit of one 
party and one class, endangered by the 
hostility of another party and another class. 
It is part and parcel of the American sys- 
tem initiated by Roosevelt, strengthened: by 
Truman, and conserved by President 
Eisenhower. 

“This session of Congress proves con- 
clusively that with either party in power 
the New Deal has come to stay.’’ 

On the subject of foreign policy, the 
“London Times’”’ writer didn’t see anything 
very significant in the attitude of Congress 
in voting to warn against admission of Red 
China to the UN. He thought the ‘only 
sizeable demand’’ was that Americans felt 
they should have ‘‘the dominant say in the 
councils of the world.”’ 

Even more interesting, however, was 
the correspondent’s advice to Europeans on 
the subject of Senator McCarthy’s activi- 
ties. He adds: 

“As this session of Congress began to 
reach itS close, the shadow of Senator Mc- 
Carthy, which at one time seemed to 
darken the face of the wholé continent, at 
least began to resume its proper size. Any 
tendency to judge the Republican partner- 
ship, now rounding its first lap, within 
the context of the McCarthy problem alone 
would seem foolishly shortsighted.”’ 

This will be interesting news to those 
Americans who have been worried about 
European reaction to McCarthy.

It seems almost lower than boys in a neigh- 
boring gang, and almost approaches mon- 
keys collecting their horde of coconuts and 
squatting on top of them and jabbering de- 
fiance back and forth at one anotlier.’

In the minds of many over- 
weights there is a splinter of 
worry about the threat of di- 
abetes. There are numerous in- 
quiries as to whether diabetes 
is inherited and if so, whether 
it can be warded off. 

It is known that diabetes 
runs in families. The tendency 
is inherited, but diet and weight 
are definite control factors. Dr. 
Elliott P. Joslin, an eminent au- 
thority in this field, has kept 
records of 20,000 patients 
treated over a period of 40 
years. On the basis of this ex- 
perience, he affirms that over- 
weight is the chief contribut- 
ing cause of the disease in 
adults who have a tendency to- 
ward it. 


NO CARBOHYDRATES 


Since diabetes is an inabliity 
to take care of carbohydrates 
(sugars and starches) in a nor- 
mal way, the potential diabetic 
should never indulge in higher 
carbohydrate foods. This does 
not mean only the avoidance of 
food containing sugar. It also 
means to restrict the heavier 
starchy foods, for all starch is 
converted into sugar. 

The heavier starches which 
should be used only in 
amounts are beans (lima, navy, 
red kidney), bread, cereal, 
corn, crackers, macaroni, 
noodles, spaghetti, potatoes, 
both white and sweet, and rice.

Such miscellaneous foods as 
wine, sweet drinks, soft drinks 
and beer should not be used, for 
they are high in carbohydrates. 
TRY PROTEINS 

The foods which can be safe- 
ly used by the potential dia- 
betic include meat, fish, fowl, 
eggs, cheese, cottage cheese 
and milk (protein foods). The 
vegetables of low carbohydrate 
content (3 to 4 per cent) in 
clide asparagus, green or wax 
beans, broccoli, cabbage, cauli- 
flower, celery, cucumber, esca- 
role, greens, lettuce, okra, sauer- 
kraut, summer squash, toma- 
toes. The protein foods and 
these low calorie. vegetables 
should. form the basis of the 
daily menus. 

Doés overeating sweets and 
heavy starch foods tend to 
bring on diabetes when there 
is no inherited tendency? 
Science does not know the an- 
swer, However, it is known that 
permanent diabetes can be pro- 
duced in normal experimental 


animals (with no diabetic strain) 
merely by feeding the group a 
high carbohydrate diet, and 
this would seem to indicate that 
diabetes can be brought on 
through excessive use of éar- 
bohydrates. Certainly the per- 
son with an inherited tendency 
should avoid a_ high-carbohy- 
drate diet ... and overweight.

Deer J. C.: Out there on the 
firing line, you’ve been learning 
first-hand what the greatest 
seers and saints through the 
ages have learned before you;

Most of the current expansion of the DeKalb County 
water system, originally slated for completion Sept. 1,

water superintendent, said Tuesday. 


A major addition to the coun- 
ty’s water plant, including a 
pump, two filter basins and a 
reservoir will go into operation 
about Aug. 20, leaving only the 
laying of one 16-inch main be- 
fore the $1,300,000 expansion is 
complete. 

Construction of the 10-mile 
stretch of the system’s western- 
most major water line will be 
completed by Oct. 
added. 

FURTHER EXTENSION 

Already, planning is underway 
for an additional $400,000 pro- 
gram that would extend water 
lines further into the county and 
provide a million-gallon storage 
tank at Avondale, the superin- 
tendent said. 

’The current expansion pro- 
gram began as a $1,000,000 proj-
